The provin- 
cial. debt incréased by $36,000,000 in 
the two anda half years between 
March 31, 1980, and September, 1932, 
a period when the. depression has 
been most pronounced. Provincial 
financing for the fiseal year ending 
March 81 last, showed an enormous 
deficit of $5,153,050 while in the fis- 


ing facts, Mr. Baker confined him- 
self to justifying the construction of 
a third Normal School and declaring 
the blame for the present debacle 
was not attributable to the U.F.A.

One of these realities is 
that since 1928, Alberta’s net debt 
has increased by fifty per cent. and 
is now more than $143,000,000. The 
government is faced by declining 
revenues and new taxation is out of 
the question.

@ence on the part of James P, O’- 
Rourke, a. Supreme Court jury, at 
8:30 o'clock Wednesday night held 
the municipality of Carbon liable in 
damages to Basil. O’Rourke,. 0O’- 
Rourke’s four-year-old son, and aw- 
arded him $3,120, 

The action, brought by O’Rourke 
for himself and for his son, against 
the municipality, arose out of an ac- 
ident May. 26, 1932, in which a car 
driven by O*Rourke and containing 
his wife and gon, plunged into a 
washout in @ road three miles from 
Carbon, killing Mrs. O’Rourke. 

Trial commenced Monday morning 
before Chief Justice Simmons and 
a jury, 

The jury filed back into the court 
room at 8 o’clock, stating that they 
had been unable to reach a verdict, 
having agreed on two counts, but 
not on a third. Asked to explain 
this, they said that they could not 
decide whether or not O’Rourke was 
guilty of contributory negligence. 

The foreman then explained that 
the jury had found the municipality 
was negligent. This decision was 
ordered recorded by the ‘chief justice. 
The jury also found: that the wife of 
the plaintiff was in-no way negligent. 

‘(They ‘should then assess damag- 
es in réspéct to the son,’’ said A. L. 
Smith, K.C., counsel for the plain- 
tiffs. ‘I think there is no object in 
conding ‘the jury back and I think 
that part of the action (respecting 
the plaintiff). should stand undispos- 
ed of.’ 

‘“‘That is my view also,’’ said his 
Lordship. 

The foreman then said that the 
jury had avsessed damages for the 
son at $20 per month for 13 . years,

Should Allow 
Sweepstakes 


—The Albertan— 
Constant representations are being 
made to Ottawa dor legalization of 
sweepstakes in this country. To ef- 
fect this, it would be necessary +o 
amend tthe Criminal Code. 

Tre Albertan has long maintained 
trat the main obstacle in the way of 
legalized sweepstakes is hypocrisy. 
A community which permits betting 
on horse racing by means of the 
pari-mutuel system, a community in 
which stock exchange gamblers 


abound, which permits certain games |. 


of chance to be indulged in at public 
fairs, cannot gracefully throw up its 
hands in horror when sweepstakes 
are mentioned, | 

The sweepstake is no more immor- 
al than the mode of living of the av- 
erage individual in society today. 
We gamble on a thousand and one 
things—for gambling is by no means 
limited to money matters—but,  be- 
cause circumstances florce us to gam- 
ble, and because it is called gamb- 
ling, nobody raises any objection. A 
wave of unrestricted gambling—the 
operation of roulette wheels and pok- 
er games in public places—would not 
be advisable. But controlled sweep- 
stakes are a different matter. 

There are innumerable sweepstakes 
today; there will continue to be in- 
numerable sweepstakes. The State 
will no tbe able to prohibit Bill Jones 
from having his oecasional fling. So 
why shouldn't the State derive ben- 
efit from Bill Jones’ determination 
to make his life a little more inter- 
esting? 

Furthermore, we seriously ques- 
tion the oft-repeated claim that the 
purchase of an occasional sweepstake 
ticket is bad for the soul of Bill 
Jones. It is probably not nearly as 
bad for his soul as are weeks and 
months and years of unbroken ted- 
ium, without hope of ever 
away from a job which doesn’t in- 
terest him and (probably) a steadily 
growing family. The average man’s 
delight in a sweepstake is the delight 
of knowing that there is a tremen- 
dously faint, but a tangible, pros- 
pect of his whole life being remodel- 
led overnight. 

If municipal governments were per- 
mitted to operate occasional sweep- 
stakes, their main financial diffi- 
culties would be smoothed out over- 
night. It is possible for the Federal 
Government to so amend the Crim- 
inal Code as to leave with the indi- 
vidual Provincial Governments the 
decision ag to whether or no® sweep- 
stakes should be permitted, under 
certain conditions, within the bound- 
aries of the province. 

We believe that this step should 
be taken.

Advocated by the C.C.F. 


The galleries of the Alberta Legis- 
lature were crowded to the doors last 
Monday to hear W. R. Howson, the 
Liberal leader, open the debate on 
sp2ceh from the Throne. Mr. How- 
son backed up this statements by 
quoting printed records of the gov- 
ernment and during the course of 


his address stated that if the govern-. 


ment was to cdopt ‘the C.C.F. plat- 
they should

The Highlights of his address were: 
That the Liberal policy was a 
home-saving policy as in  con- 
trast to the new policy of the 

C.C.F. and U.F.A. government 

which was a home-taking policy 

through heavy taxation, 

That the Debt Adjustment Act 
of the Provincial Government 
was not truly a Debt Adjustment 
Act. Mr. Howson wanted a Debt 
Adjustment Act that would ad- 
just the debts and not postpone 
them. 

Mr. Howson said there should 
be established by the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada 
a Federal Bank under the Fin- 
ance Act for the purpose of di- 
recting and controlling the issue 
of currency and the extension 
of credit and particularly for the 
financing of Provinces and Mun- 
icipalities on this basis, 

(a) That such bank accept the 

bonds of the Provinces and Mun- 
icipalities at par: 
(b) That such bank change the 
Previnces: and Municipalities a 
rate of interest sufficient only to 
cover the bare costs of opération 
plus a reasonable per cent. to 
cover the bare costs of overation 
plus a reasonable per cent. to 
build up a safe reserve, 

That the U.F.A. Government 
was now replaced by the C.C.F. 
Government without a mandate 
from the people. 

Mr. Howson thought that the 
session should be a thome-saving 
session, but if C.C.F. program 
was carried out it would be a 
home-taking session. 

In the absence of the premier the 
Minister of Education took up the 
case for the government, and in his 
usual ‘‘merry mood’’ assured the 
House and the country at large that 
all is well. He defended the expense 
of every department. ‘he doubling 
of the Provincial debt is justified, 
provided some other Province has 
made the same blunder. His speech 
was very entertaining, but: consisted 
in a great measure of clippings from 
various newspapers. One pleasing 
feature of this address, however, was 
that if this department was costing 
too much, it could be run for less. 
If a janitor service of sixty thousand 
dollars was too high for the Edmon- 
ton Normal school, it could be  re- 
duced. Mr. D. M. Duggan, leader of 
the Oonservative Party, in one of the 
best speeches heard in the house this 
session, condemned the financial pol- 
icy of the Government, a continuation 
of which he feared might lead to de- 
fault. He stated the debt has now 
reached the staggering sum of $148,- 
690,518. In other words $196.40 for 

every man, woman and child in Al- 
berta. This, he said, when added to 
Federal and Municipal debts was 
truly alarming. 

Mr. Duggan was followed by Mr. 
Fred White, leader of the Labor par- 


ty, who in his eulogy of the C.C.F. 
gave the impression that the U.F.A. 
and labor had been swallowed up en- 
tirely by the newer organization and 
were no longer distinct bodies.. Had 
there been any doubts in the minds 
of any persons they were removed by 
Mr, Gibbs, member for Eimonton, 
who has spoken since confirming Mr. 
White’s declarations, 

Only two farmers have spoken so 
far, Mr. Bowlen. of Oalgary.on . the 
Liberal side, and: Mr. Claypaol.on the 
Government.

In this machine age, and during a period of unemployment on a scale 
never before experienced, there is a tendency in some quarters to lay the 
chief blame for the prevailing unmployment to one factor,—the machine. It 
is being argued that man through its great inventive genius has succeeded 
so well that he is putting himiself out of work; that the machine is now doing 
what man himself ought to do. It cannot be denied that the machine has dis- 
played man-power in many directions and ways. But, conversely, it cannot 
be denied that the machine has develuped so many new things and made 
them accessible to masses of the people who would otherwise be denied them 
that, in other directions and ways, the machine has created employment for 
man, Many examples of this might be given. 

Aside from this, however, there-is another fact that is too often over- 
looked, and that is, hundreds of things are now being made and done by 
machinery which would never be done at all if we had to depend upon man- 
power to do them. They would be economically impossible, and but for the 
machine, man would simply be denied these things which the machines now 
do or provide for him. In such instances the machine is not depriving man 
of employment, but is merely adding to the sum total of the world’s goods, 

j services, conveniences, even knowledge. 

Let us devote this article to a concrete illustration of this fact, gleaned 
from a most interesting newspaper article. Can you imagine a mach'ne 
that counts 240 separate facts at the same time? Can you imagine another 
that detects man-made mistakes? Yet the inventive genius of a Canadian 
has evolved such machines which aré now at work in the Census Bureau at 
Ottawa, machines unlike anything in the world, They are not replacing men 
and women, because as many, or more, persons are employed in the Census 
Bureau as in former years, but they are making thousands of calculations 
now possible which otherwise would never be made. 

The 1931 census of Canada now being tabulated is the biggest job. of 
its kind ever undertaken in this country. Were it not for the two machines 
referred to it would cost three times as much as it will to tabuiate the in- 
formation which will be published, and it would, therefore, never be under- 
taken. In addit:on, much more information wiil be compiled than will be 
published, but it will be available if and when required.— 

The two machines are the verifier and the tabulator. The first detects 
errors and the second counts 240 different facts from individual cards at the 
rate of 245 cards a minute. 

The data taken by census enumerators is transferred to small cards by 
punching holes for each fact recorded. A hole is punched in the proper place 
to indicate the sex, age, religion. nationality, language, racial origin, and 
other things of the person being counted. This card is then sent to the 
certifying machine to check possible errors. The machine throws out cards 
on which conflicting pieces of information are recorded, For instance, if a 
person’s age is 25 and he is listed by mistake as a non-voter, under 21, the 
cards is thrown into the discard by the machine and sent back for checking 
to correct the discrepancy. . 

If a man gives his racial origin as Jewish and his religion as Baptist 
the card is thrown out and re-checked. If tne sex is omitted the card is shot 
back. The machine, of course, cannot detect a straight error ‘in a single 
fact, such as the wrong age, or the wrong sex, but it can and does detect all 
discrepancies of conflicting data. 

The tabulator is the only machine in the world which will count 240 


separate facts at the same time, and, as already stated, it does it at the rate 
of 245 cards a minute. : 

Just how these two uncanny, almost human, machines do their work 
space will not permit of a description, intensely interesting as it would be. 
They were invented by A. E. Thornton, mechan cal superintendent of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and were built in Ottawa under his direction 
and that of his assistant, F. Bell'sle. These two men worked for three years 
on their plans. They had some little difficulty persuading the Government to 
allow them to build the machines as commercial manufacturers scoffed and 
said they would never work. The machines have been working for 15 months 
without a hitch.

the Un'ted States Census Bureau. It, however, tabulates only 60 facts at a 
time compared with the 240 tabulated by the Canadian machine. The largest 
commerc!al machine in the world tabulates only 36 facts and cannot be 
bought. It can only be rented. Before the next U.S. census is taken, Mr. 
Thornton's machine will likely be in operation at Washington. Canada is 
miles ahead of the United States in this respect. 

Development of the machine was an exemplification of the theory of 
necessity being the mother of invention, Had Mr. Thornton and Mr. Bellisle 
not set to work in their little machine shop it would most likely never have 
been invented. Private companies would scarcely devote time and expense 
because there is little market. The machine is of: use only for census purposes 
and the Dominion Government is the only customer in Canada. 

But to emphasize the idea mentioned at the outset of this article. Let it 
be repeated that these machines are not throwing people out of jobs. The 
tabulation of the present census will not cost less than previous ones and as 
many or more people are employed. What the machine does is enable the

The publication opens with a fore- 
word by the Hon, H. H. Stevens; an 
introduction of eight pages gutlines 
the world situation as it affects Can- 
ada. Material dealjng with topography 
and climate and constitution and gov- 
ernment has been omitted in this edi- 
tion in order to make way for a fair- 
ly broad treatment of the Imperial 
Economic Conference, which appears 
as Chapter I, Detailed treatments of

| Canadian Wild Flower Seeds

A report issued by the Division of 
| Botany of the Dominion Experiment- 
,al Farms Branch show that the an- 
nual exchange list of seeds, collected 
/ in the arboretum, comprised some 1,- 
557 species, and a total of 4,802 pack- 
ets of seeds, 159 rooted plants and 
11 cuttings were sent out to 110 bo- 
tanic gardens or other botanical insti- 
tutions, throughout the world.

turn, 21,171 packets of seeds and 21

use as a building stone and for roads, 
railway ballast and concrete aggre- 
gate, limestone is used for many pur-' 
poses. It is the principal raw mia-. 
terial in the manufactu.e of Portland 
cement, and also in the manufacture 
of calcium carbide and cyanamide, 
which latter are the bases of many 
chemical products. The iron and steel 
industry, as at present constituted, 
could not exist if limestone were not 
available to free the iron from its 
ores, In the production of gold, sil- 
ver and other metals, lime and lime- 
stone play important parts. Quanti- 
ties, of lime are used in tanning 
leather. Limestone is indispensable to 
the ptlp and paper industry—every 
piece of paper is made by its aid. So, 
too, does the glass industry require 
limestone for most of its products— 
particularly for window glass. Lime- 
stone is essential to the manufacture 
of washing soda, baking soda, and 
many other chemicals, Large quanti- 
ties are used in the refining of sugar. 
‘The uses of lime for plaster, mortar 
and whitewash are generally known. 
When limestone. is pulverized and 
mixed with linseed oil it is known 
as putty. Pulverized limestone is also 
used in the compounding of rubber 
for footwear and flooring: It is used 
in oilcloth and in cold-water paints. 
Some cigarette papers contain as 
much as 30 per cent. pulverized lime~ 
stone. Limestone is a source of car- 
bon dioxide gas which, when com-. 
pressed into a solid state, forms the 
refrigerant known as dry-ice, now 
coming into wide use. A certain type 
of l'mestone when melted in a small 
blast furnace and blown by high- 
pressure steam into myriads of fibres, 
yields a fluffy material known as rock 
wool—one of the most efficient insu- 
lating materials on the market. 

Most of the granite used in Can- 
ada comes from the Stanstead dis- 
trict in the Province of Quebec. The 
principal Canadian marble quarries 
are at Phillipsburg, Quebec, and Ban- 
croft, Ontario. 


An Old Possession 


Gibraltar Was Captured By British 
228 Years Ago 

Two hundred and_ twenty-eight 
years ago (July 24) Gibraltar, that 
commanding rock at the Mediter- 
ranean’s mouth, was captured by the 
British. A political disagreement 'in 
European Courts ended in England 
supporting the claims of an Austrian 
prince to the crown of Spain, and a 
combined force forthwith attacked 
Gibraltar. It was not well defended 
by the Spaniards, and surrendered on 
July 24, 1704, never again to be out 
of English hands, in spite of reiterat- 
ed attempts to recapture it. When 
the Treaty of Utrecht was signed 
nine years later, the British owner- 
ship of Gibraltar was confirmed, and 
the rock continues its dominating 
influence over the sea traffic of the 
Mediterranean. :

Not only is it certain that 
he will survive the loss of his old- 
time grazing grounds, but it now ap- 
pears that active steps have had to 
be taken to keep him from increasing 
too fast. The herds on the Govern- 
ment reservations in the United 
States and Canada are threatening 
to overrun the countryside and the 
‘buffalo hunts of Indian days are be- 
ing re-enacted not as pageants but 
as a practical means of meeting an 
emergency. It is not true, of course, 
thatthe buffalo is likely to regain

is that the increase in the herds 
maintained on reservations has in re- 
cent years been so rapid that last 
year 1,400 buffalos had to be k.lled 
although twenty years ago there 
were not that many on the entire 
continent.—New York Evening Post.

Turkeys Exported From Alberta 
In 1982 Would. Require Train a 
Mile Long 

Had all the turkeys exported from 
the Province of Alberta in 1932 been 
made in one shipment, it would have 
required a train of 110 freight cars, 
which would have extended a most a 
mile in length. The total production 
of turkeys in the province sent to 
market last year is estimated at 4,- 
000,000 pounds, a large proportion of 
which was sold in Eastern Canada 
and the British Isles. Due to care in 
the selection of breeds and favourab-e 
climatic conditions, the rais'ng of tur- 
keys and other pou'try in Alberta, as 
in the other provinces, has become in 
recent years an important branch of 
farming. Canadian-bred turkeys are 
noted for the excellence of their flav- 
or. Most of the birds sent to market 
are graded and the grade indicated 
by tags issued by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Department of Agriculture.

Alberta Sugar Beet Crop 


Sugar Produced Expected To Total 
45,000,000 Pounds 

Final estimates on Alberta's sugar 
beet crop for the past season, given 
by the Raymond sugar factory, show 
that 150,000 tons of beets were har- 
vested over the contracted acreage, 
and the sugar run will total 45,000,- 
000 pounds. The beet growers of 
southern Alberta this year passed the 
10-ton per acre average for the total 
acreage under contract. In one dis- 
trict the average reached almost 12 
tons, while some individual crops ran 
15 to 20 tons. The season yielded the 
heaviest crop yet known in the proy- 
ince. With increased capacity install- 
ed last fall, the factory at Raymond 
produced 450,000 bags of sugar this 
; Season, or about six times the amount 
turned out in 1925.

Englishwomen Resent 
Contention Of Judge 


Believe Themselves As Competent As 
Men On Difficult Jury Cases 

Are women = jurors intelligent 
enough to hear complicated lawsu:ts 
involving big business? 

Lord Justice Thomas Edward 
Scrutton, 76 years old, and one of his 
Britannic majesty'’s lords of appeal 
in London, England, started a free- 
for-all controversy when he virtually 
answered this question in the nega- 
tive in the course of a judgment. 

Dismissing the appeals of six men 
against the findings of a lower court, 
jin which the plaintiff company had 
been awarded damages totaling two 
and a quarter million dollars, his 
|lordship praised the jury for their 
| handling of the evidence in a tangled 
| case lasting in all 24 days. 
| He then made the remark which 
has set Englishwomen by the ears. 
| “There was no woman on _ the 
jury," Justice Scrutton said, adding, 
|“and that is an advantage where 
{heavy business transactions have to 
be considered. The documents this 
| jury of men asked for were very ma- 
|terial documents, and the jury 
|showed very great intelligence in 
grasping the business problems pre- 
sented to them.” 

Leading feminists immediately at- 
tacked this remark tooth and na, 
declaring that as long as English- 
/women have been given the right to 
sit on juries, they should be consid- 
ered competent enough to hear any 
however difficult. 

Against this contention prominent 
lawyers have stated it is better that 
all-male juries should' hear cases in 
which everyday business is involved, 
pointing out that men are quicker at 
grasping business problems. 

But the women have not had their 
jlast werd yet, and there are indica- 
tions. that a .movement will be 
launchéd to’ enforce equal rights for 
jurywomen,

Sixth Sense For Sh‘ps 


New Safety Device Will Prevent 
Collison In Fog 

Not even a rowing boat can hide in 
the fog from a new safety device 
which will guard ships from collision 
at sea. The device emits an eerie, 
high-pitched whistle, which re-echoes 
80 distinctly to the sending boat that 
it’s pilot is said to be able to locate 
perils in any direction from one-sixth 
to half a mile away. 

It is claimed that the device has lo- 
cated in fog a small rowing-boat with 
two occupants 800 ft. away. A sail.ng 
boat was spotted at 1,850 feet, a 528- 
ton steamship was located in thick 
fog at distances of 1,360 feet to 2,- 
160 feet. , 

The apparatus consists of threé 
large megaphones, One sounds the 
automatic whistle; the other two are 
“ears.” Sounds from either side 
reach one “ear” a tiny fraction ahead 
of the other. Sounds dead ahead or 
astern arrive simultaneously. "

No Danger Of Industry Being Pushea

It was denied the other day in the 
most authoritative quarters that the 
silk worm is fighting in the last ditch 
or with its back to the wall.

Cotton was hanging 
on the ropes and silk was delivering’ 
all. the punches, Cotton mills stood 
idle and cotton workers were in dis- 
tress becatise mankind had gone, in 
for silk shirts and stockings, A cynic 
might almost have said that the war 
was fought to make the world safe 
for the silk worm.—New York Times.

Ancients Had Airplanes 


Record O{ Flights Given In Abyssin- 
ian Sacred Writings 

There is reason to believe that 
someone constructed an airship which 
Solomon gave to the Queen of Sheba. 
Of course, there was no motor—pos- 
sibly it was a glider. The secretary 
of the Royal Aeronautical Society 
states that Solomon gave to Queen 
of Sheba ‘a vessel wherein one could 
traverse the air for wind.” 

There are other references to flight 
in Abyssinian sacred writings, and 
there is a long description of the mi- 
raculous way in which the Queen of 
Sheba’s son Memelek left Solomon, 
journeying to his mother’s country. 
“No man hauled his wagon, and 
whether it was men, or horses, or 
mules, or loaded camels, each was 
raised above the ground to a height 
of a cubit.” 

A cubit, according to the ancient 
Egyptians, measured about twenty 
inches, but elsewhere it is recorded 
that over the Red Sea they were lift- 
ed up three cubits, “and everyone 
travelled in the wagons like an eagle 
when his body glideth above the 
wind.”

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UNITED STATES WAR ON 

FARM DEBTS SPREADS 

nny want 

Washingiton, D.C.—In three days 
of hearings on economic ‘conditions 
before the senate finance committee 
witnesses have agreed upon only ‘one 
phase of the situation; that is, that 
domestic debt, in particular farm 
and home mértgage debt, and the 
principal, interest and liquidation 
proceedings; sliould be brought more 
closely into conformity with the gen- 
eral price level. 

A war between foreclosure and ad- 
jistment is spreading throughout 
the United States. One witness be- 
fore the committee, George N. Peek, 
former president of the Moline Cor- 
poration and member of the war in- 
dustries board, maintained that em- 


the farmers’ holiday strikes, by in- 
terference with legal processes and 
foreclosure proceedings, by tax dem- 
strations at county court houses in 
many sections, by continuing ‘bank 
and commercial failures, and in other 
ways.’”’ 

In some states, lowa, for example, 
a moratorium has been proclaimed, 
followed in some instances by state 
legislation granting continuance of 
pending or future mortgage foreclos- 
ure actions, and making such contin- 
uance mandatory unless good cause 
is shown. The court is authorized 
to recommend conciliation as deem- 
ed advisable. 

Amerean farmers owe about 
nine and a half billions on farms. 
Creditors are the federal land 
banks and joint stock banks, 
1,500 millions; to the local banks 

other farmers and loca] investors, 
five billions; and life insurance 
about 1,700 millions. 

The conditions of the farmers hit 
local banks first. Thousands of these 
went under. Inability to pay then 
affected other holding farmers and 
financial corporations. Success ful 
foreclosures have transferred large 
amounts of frozen property assets. 
The process has driven farmers from 
the land and has not greatly improv- 
ed the position of the finaneial com- 
The latter have been helped 
by the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, The rebellion of the farm- 
ers against new forclosure actions is 
a sign that they intend to insist upon 
a readjustment that will be of direct 
aid to them. 

Theodore Kannappen says in the 
current magazine of Wall Street 
that ‘‘the conviction is general that 
interest rates that prevailed before 
1929 must be forgotteen.’’ He stat- 
es that ‘‘deflation of farm debts is 
now sure to be effected much sooner 
that was dreamed of a year ago.”
